Funeral services were held yester- 
day afternoon for Mrs. Mary Giuli- 
ani, of 472 Brookhurst avenue, Nar- 
berth, who died of coal gas asphyxi- 
ation Monday afternoon. 

Her two children, Robert, 7, and 
Virginia, 4, who were overcome by 
the gas, were revived in Bryn Mawr 
Hospital and reported to be out of 
danger yesterday.

Name "Elm" From Bowman Family Home

was not adopted until 1892. It is said 
to be the name of a parish in Wales, a 
Welsh designation being preferred in 
recognition of the early Welsh in- 
fluence in the settlement of Lower 
Merion. One authority on such things 
says the name comes from the Welsh 
terms, "Na," meaning not, and 
"berth," beautiful. 

Indicative of the rapid growth of 
the new community in its early days, 
the Baptist Church was established in 
1890, the Presbyterian in 1891 and 
the Methodist in 1892. The first build- 
ings of both the Methodist and Pres- 
byterian Churches were destroyed by 
fire in the 1890's. 

* * * 

However, there was a station here 
on the Pennsylvania's Main Line be- 
fore the place was called Narberth. 
It was Elm Station. In his delight- 
ful Main Line reminiscences, J. W. 
Townsend says the brakemen on the 
trains always pronounced it "El-lm." 
Because of the numerous mud puddles 
sarcastic citizens called the region 
"Slippery Elm." 

Certain local historians say the old 
name of Elm also was of Welsh origin. 
The orthography seems too uncompli- 
cated to be Welsh. However, the 
story is that William Thomas, a native 
of Wales, owned a large tract of land 
here and he gave the railroad a site 
for a station provided the place 
should be named Elm, in honor of his 
old home in Wales. 

While known as Elm Station the 
place had few inhabitants, but the 
name of the community became widely: 
known through the Elm Station 
murder, as it was termed. In 1876 . 
a German named Max Hugo Hoehne, ! 
recently arrived in this country, wasj 
killed along the railroad near Elm 
Station and his body buried in the | 
railroad embankment, being discov- j 
ered some weeks later. For a long 
time the crime seemed an unfathom- ! 
able mystery, but finally the man's j 
companion, Henri Whalen, was ar-j 
rested and convicted. He committed . 
suicide in the county prison. [ 

, , . j 

The theory that Elm Station was 
named for a place in Wales may be, 
questioned on other ground than the ■ 
fact that the name does not look : 
Welsh. On the Old Lancaster road,; 
now Montgomery avenue, which skirts ; 
Narberth, was a famous estate known: 
as Elm Hall. It was the home of sue-: 
cessive generations of the Bowman | 
family since 1769. j 

A writer in the 1890's described the j 
Elm Hall property as being "like 
Mount Vernon." Numerous fine old ! 
elm trees made the place notable, as! 
elm trees are not numerous in South- 
eastern Pennsylvania. 

The best known of the Bowman, 
family who lived at Elm Hall was; 
General Wendell P. Bowman, promi-; 
nent because of his long service in thej 
National Guard of Pennsylvania. He 
served in the Civil War and Spanish] 
War, became colonel of the First! 
Regiment, of Philadelphia, in 1887, 
brigadier general of the First Brigade ' 
in 1907 and major general of the di-j 
vision three years later. j 

Bowman's Bridge was a landmark j 
a century ago in the days when the j 
Columbia Railroad, following the 
course of the present Pennsylvania \ 
Main Line from the Susquehanna I 
River to Ardmorc, turned east at the 
latter place, along the course of the 
present Montgomery avenue to the 
neighborhood of Narberth and then 
continued through Bala to the Schuyl- 
kill at Belmont, where it crossed the 
river and entered Philadelphia. All 



this part of the railroad, from Ard- 
more to the river, was abandoned in 
1850. 

Ever since then traces of the rail- 
road tracks of long ago come to light 
when excavations are made in this 
region. Retaining walls along Mont- 
gomery avenue were built of stone 
blocks, used instead of wooden ties, 
on this railroad. 

In 1922, in building a gas station 
on Montgomery avenue, near Elm 
Hall, walls of stone block construc- 
tion were unearthed ten feet below the 
surface. Investigation proved the 
walls were the remains of what used 
to be known as Bowman's Bridge. On 
this bridge the old Columbia Railroad 
crossed what is now Montgomery 
avenue. 




New Books Are Listed in 

International Mind Alcove

Five books just received in the In- 
ternational Mind Alcove of the Nar- 
berth Community Library are listed 
below. The notes are quoted from a 
letter accompanying the gift and were 
written by Miss Amy Hemingway 
Jones. 

There are now forty titles in the 
alcove. They include books of travel, 
social life and customs, economic con- 
ditions, politics and government of 
countries, biographies and general 
books on peace. 

The new list follows: 

"The Real Abyssinia," by C. F. Rey. 
A book on Abyssinia (Ethiopia) was 
included in the previous alcove install- 
ment. Those who have read it may 
remember frequent references to 
statements by Colonel C. F. Rey and 
to his book, "The Real Abyssinia." 
The author has spent ten years in 
Ethiopia — "rubbed shoulders with its 
governors and people, studied its cus- 
toms and conditions" (p. 11). This 
means a wide experience with the 
country and its people long before 
Ethiopia was pushed forward into the 
limelight by the Italian invasion. In 
these days of hectic sensational news 
it is well worth while to read a lei- 
surely account such as this of the real 
Abyssinia. 

"My Country and My People," by 
Lin Yutang. This is a book about 
China written by a Chinese, but it is 
not a translation. The author, who 
is a distinguished member of the Chi- 
nese literary world of today, has writ- 
ten his book in English, with which 
he is thoroughly conversant. "It is, I 
think," writes Pearl S. Buck, "the 
truest, the most profound, the most 
complete, the most important book yet 
written about China." 

"Facing Two Ways," by S. Ishi- 
moto. Unlike the book on China, this 
one on Japan is written by a mature 
woman who looks back as well as for- 
ward. The pages are full of intimate 
personal references and portray the 
life of the author from childhood 
through the anxious years of struggle 
and protest to the new start described 
in the closing chapter. While this 
book deals especially with the woman 
problem, it will appeal to all readers. 

"Portuguese Somersault," by Jan 
and Cora Gordon. To those who want 
to get away for a little while from 
the routine of daily life and interests 
I heartily recommend this book, which 
will carry the reader quickly into a 
strange new atmosphere full of the 
color and idle haphazard living of the 
peasants of Portugal, of which we 
here in America know so little. 

"A Tender of Peace," by John B. 
Clark. We have added this small book- 
to the regular installment since it 
seems so admirably adapted to the 
purpose of the alcoves. It presents 
in its brief pages and in clear-cut 
paragraphs the views of a man who 
has spent his long life in the study of 
the subject he discusses. He is inter- 
nationally known as an authority on 
political economy, which he was 
teaching at Columbia University when 
he retired in 1929.

Water ... 
the Sculptor of the Earth 

Just as the sculptor cuts away his material to 
shape a design, so water is continually mould- 
ing the hills and etching out the valleys of 
our countryside. 

Water can, in time, level a mountain. Falling 
in rain.it washes loose soil from the rocky slopes.

EMERGENCY IS FORESEEN 

Complete preparations have been 
made to care for people living along 
River road in Lower Morion Town- 
ship if their homes should be flooded 
by rising waters of the Schuylkill. 

Warnings issued by county authori- 
ties caused the Main Line branch of 
the American Red Cross to act 
swiftly in preparing for the possible 
emergency. It was announced that 
the ice-choked condition of the Schuyl- 
kill's tributaries might cause the river 
to overflow its banks in case of a sud- 
den thaw coupled with rain. 

Edwin W. Ehmann, disaster relief 
chairman of the local branch, made a 
survey of the riverfront from Mary 
Waters Ford road to West Consho- 
hocken. This revealed a total of; 
sixty-eight families with more than 
100 individuals. 

Care of families along the lower 
portion of the river bordered by West 
•Manayunk will be provided in case of 
emergency by the Bala-Cynwyd branch 
of the Red Cross under the leadership 
of its chairman, Mrs. J. E. Hammer. 
Committees have been appointed by 
Mr. Ehmann to arrange for shelter, 
food, clothing, medical aid, transpor- 
tation, etc., in case of need.
